An annual pilgrimage tra¬ 
dition, begun 35 years ago at 
Notre Dame College School, 
has spread across the region.

“We’U continue to accept 
donations for the next two 
weeks,” she said. “The students 
may still have friends and rela¬ 
tives to reach.” 

The level of donations is a 
reflection on the number of 
charities looking for help and 
local economic conditions, she 
said. 

Half of the money raised will 
go to the Canadian Catholic 
Organization for Peace and 
Development, the foreign aid 
arm of the church, Berkhout 
said. 

It’s major project right now 
is relief for flooding in Pakistan, 
she said. 

The other half will go to 
a youth project in Peru and 

Dominican Republic, which 
have connections to Notre
